^^-yOg  the  parents,  to  the  teachers  and 
to  the  youth  of  the  Church  about 
a  matter  that  seems  to  me  to  be  of  the 
most  far-reaching  importance. 

To  Moses  on  Sinai  came  the  law  of  all 
time:  "  Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery." 
The  Master,  Jesus  Christ,  found  his  most 
opprobious  term  in  the  phrase,  "  an 
adulterous  generation."  The  Lord  in  his 
time  and  in  ours,  has  put  adultery  and 
fornication  side  by  side.  Both  are 
cardinal  sins. 

The  Church  has  from  the  beginning 
demanded  of  its  youth,  male  and  female, 
one  standard  only,  absolute  continence 
until  proper  marriage  has  legalized  and 
hallowed  the  sexual  relations.  To  this 
there  is  no  exception.  Man  is  a  bio- 
logical unit,  an  animal,  but  he  is  more 
than  this,  he  is  the  temple  of  an  immortal 
spirit.  That  spirit  can  be  defiled  by  the 
flesh,  and  defilement  comes  when  the 
laws  of  chastity  are  violated. 

Our  very  civilization  itself  is  based 
upon  chastity,  the  sanctity  of  marriage 
and  the  holiness  of  the  home.  Destroy 
these  and  Christian  man  becomes  a  brute. 

For  Latter  Day  Saints  the  family 
relationship  continues  through  eternity. 
It  is  the  loftiest  and  most  sacred  human 
relationship  we  know.  To  the  chaste 
young  man  and  young  woman  beginning 
the  building  of  a  home,  there  is  a  trust, 
a  confidence,  a  joy  unspeakable,  an  all  but 
divine  harmony  that  no  other  purely 
human  undertaking  can  bring.  The 
rightful  heritage  of  such  a  beginning  in 
life  is  a  life  of  righteousness  that  builds 
upward  to  eternal  life.

Chastity  Fundamental  to  Civilization. 

Chastity  is  fundamental  to  our  life  and 
to  our  civilization.  If  the  race  becomes 
unchaste,  it  will  perish.  Immorality  has 
been  basic  to  the  destruction  of  mighty 
nations  in  the  past.  It  will  bring  to  dust 
the  mighty  nations  of  the  present. 

Every  one  of  us  who  instructs  our 
youth,  in  whatever  place  or  position,  and 
in  whatever  capacity,  must  teach  the 
young  people  of  to-day  to  abstain  from 
unchastity.  We  must  surround  our 
teachings  with  due  and  proper  reserve  and 
modesty.  We  must  approach  and  teach 
the  youth  as  the  children  of  God,  with 
spirits  that  are  to  live  throughout  eter- 
nity, and  tell  them  plainly  and  clearly  that 
the  laws  of  God,  and  of  man  also,  demand 
that  they  live  chaste.

/'""^^ROM    the   Book   of  Mormon   we 
Kf^n^     learn    that   there   arose   on   the 

'^  American  continent  a  Lamanite 
prophet  by  the  name  of  Samuel.  Several 
years  before  the  death  of  our  Lord, 
this  prophet  predicted  that  at  the  time 
Christ  should  be  crucified  and  suffer  there 
would  be  on  the  continent  three  days  of 
total  darkness,  during  which  there  would 
be  earth  shaking,  thunder  and  earth  con- 
vulsing earthquakes;  and  that  this  terrible 
cataclysm  should  be  a  sign  to  the  people 
on  the  continent  that  Christ  the  Lord  had 
been  crucified. 

Historical  Facts. 

Mr.  Bancroft,  in  his  Native  Races, 
gives  an  account  of  a  tradition  of  the 
American  Indians  of  a  great  eclipse 
during  which  both  sun  and  moon  were 
eclipsed,  and  the  earth  shook.  Accord- 
ing to  the  tradition  this  unusual  eclipse 
occurred  in  the  year  Cecali,  which  being 
reduced  to  our  chronology,  happens  to  be 
A.D.  33,  the  year  in  which  our  Lord  was 
crucified. 

This  tradition  undoubtedly  has  its  roots 
deep  in  actual  historical  fact.  And  the 
circumstances  furnishes  convincing  con- 
firmation of  the  Book  of  Mormon 
narrative.

UST  what  does  Easter  com- 
memorate? What  does  it 
mean  to  you?  Do  we  realize 
that  this  celebration  commemorates  the 
greatest  event  in  the  history  of  Christi- 
anity— the  coming  forth  from  the  tomb  of 
Jesus,  the  Redeemer  of  the  world?  Well 
might  wc  agree  with  the  Apostle  Paul 
who  said  "  If  Christ  be  not  risen,  then  is 
our  preaching  vain,  and  your  faith  is  also 
vain." 

'  Mormonism  "  teaches  us  that  we 
indeed  can  look  forward  to  the  immor- 
tality of  the  soul.  Christ  has  risen  and 
we  too  shall  rise.  When  we  contem- 

plate how  quickly  time  passes,  how  little 
we  are  able  to  accomplish  and  how  much 
we  would  like  to  do  in  following  in  the 
footsteps  of  our  Master  Teacher,  we  get 
consolation  in  the  thought  that  we  can 
continue  our  work  after  we  leave  this 
frail      existence.  The      preaching     of 

Christianity  would  be  vain  "  if  in  this  life 
only  we  have  hope  in  Christ,"  and  justly 
so,  we  would  be  "of  all  men  most 
miserable."  Having  that  immortal  hope 
is  the  encouragement  man  receives  as  he 
leaves  his  unfinished  work  at  night,  and 
lies  down  upon  his  bed,  happy  and  con- 
tent, since  he  knows  that  another  day  will 
dawn  for  the  completion  of  his  task.

The  belief  or  the  denial  of  the  immor- 
tality of  the  soul  makes  a  great  deal  of 
difference  in  the  way  in  which  maa  lives. 
If  we  say  and  believe  that  death  ends  all, 
well  may  we  go  headlong  into  the  so- 
called  pleasures  of  the  world  and  join 
with  the  chorus  of  revelers  who  welcome 
death  as  the  end  of  their  misery.

N  a  bleak  day  of  winter,  22nd 
November,  1856,  an  un- 
heralded infant  opened  his 
eyes  upon  the  snow-covered  barrenness 
of  a  desert  outpost  whose  political  and 
economic  future  was  insecure.  The 
meagre  help  afforded  by  a  frontier  com- 
munity attended  the  heroic  pioneer 
mother  at  the  birth  of  this,  her  first  and 
only  child ;  and  the  father,  first  Mayor  of 
Salt  Lake  City,  died  of  pneumonia  nine 
days  later — an  able  but  overworked  leader 
in  the  spiritual,  economic  and  political 
life  of  the  struggling  settlement.  Thus 
it  was  that  widowhood  came  to  a  noble 
woman,  and  a  fatherless  futui'e  to  an 
unknown  boy. 

The  stubborn  drive  of  necessity  from 
without,  and  the  ceaseless  urge  of  per- 
sistence from  within,  carried  the  boy  from  , 
delicate  health  to  early  achievement  in 
sports,  and  from  poverty  to  early  success 
in  business.  With  formal  education 
limited,  he  nevertheless  became  proprietor 
of  his  own  insurance  and  investment 
business  at  nineteen;  an  officer  of  a  bank- 
ing institution  at  twenty ;  professor 
of  penmanship  and  accounting  in  his  early 
twenties ;  and  before  citizenship  was  con- 
•ferred  upon  him  at  twenty-one  he  had 
built  his  mother  a  new  home,  and  married 
and  begun  to  establish  his  ow-n  family. 
Before  the  age  of  twenty-four  he  had  been 
called  away  from  Salt  Lake  City  to  fill  a 
difficult  and  important  Stake  President's 
post  in  Tooele.  Still  under  twenty-six, 
he  set  aside  his  own  cherished  ambitions 
of  wealth  and  political  honour  (he  could 
undoubtedly  have  been  first  Governor 
of  the  State  of  Utah),  to  become  "  the 
servant  of  all,"  in  response  to  a  call  to 
the  Apostleship  from  the  Qiurch  thai 
brought  his  parents  West  and  claimed  his 
father's  life. 

To  look  at  this  man  now  one  might  be 
led  to  suppose  that  the  obstacles  of  his 
life  had  faded  away  before  him.  It 
would  be  possible  to  believe  that  the 
rough  places  had  been  easily  traversed  by 
his  determined  stride,  that  success  had 
come   with    moderate   effort,    that   Provi- 


dence hatl  spared  him  much  of  life's 
traxail.  The  flawless  performance  of  a 
master  musician  looks  easy,  too,  and,  in 
our  enjoyment   of  his  art,   wc  sometimes

close  our  thoughts  to  the  toil  and  heart- 
break, the  faith  and  vision,  that  mark 
the   upward  course. 

This  man  is  great,  not  because  he  has 
been  spared  the  hardships  of  life,  but 
because  he  has  overcome  them.  Provi- 
dence gave  him  strength,  not  ease; 
courage,  not  protection ;  faith,  not  a 
favoured  lot ;  integrity,  not  freedom  from 
temptation.  He  has  buried  the  beloved 
companions  of  his  youth,  and  has  seen 
death  take  his  only  sons  in  childhood, 
while  none  are  left  to  carry  on  his  name, 
and  yet  there  has  been  found  no  bitter- 
ness in  his  heart,  but  only  faith  in  God 
and  in  His  ability  to  bring  ultimate  good 
from  all  things.  He  has  seen  ambitions 
swept  aside  and  business  ventures 
crushed,  but  was  never  found  without 
courage  to  carry  on.  .  He  has  seen  per- 
sonal wealth  change  to  staggering  debt 
overnight,  but  yet  has  refused  the  legal 
protection  of  bankruptcy,  preferring  to 
work  through  years  of  deprivation,  and 
his  family  with  him,  to  pay  off  every 
dollar  of  obligation. 

Save  only  Brigham  Young,  perhaps  no 
man  has  organized,  fostered,  or  en-

Hcber  J.  (Jrant.  His  name  appears  upon 
the  officers'  and  directors'  rosters  of 
banks,  railroads,  insurance  companies, 
implement  houses,  mercantile  institutions, 
and  manufacturing'  enterprises — not  only 
because  he  is  the  leader  of  a  world-wide 
people — but  because  he  has  always  stood 
with  and  for  industry,  economic  integrity, 
and  individual  security.  More  than  any 
other  living  man,  he  symbolizes  growth 
in  the  West  from  the  old  to  the  new. 

It  is  well  to  remember  as  we  look  back 
through  the  life  of  Heber  J.  Grant  that 
our  perspective  now  presents  a  much 
different  picture  from  the  view  he  had 
when  he  was  at  the  other  end  looking  this 
way.  We  know  now  what  he  was

cial, political,  and  moral  integrity — and 
these  he  has  pursued  in  times  of  con- 
venience and  in  times  of  inconvenience. 
Concerning  these  foundation  principles  he 
has  not  asked  what  is  expedient.  He 
has  asked  only  what  is  right,  and  having 
determined  it,  straightway  he  has  done  it. 

And  thus  it  is  that  as  President  Heber 
J.  Grant  begins  the  eighty-third  year  of 
his  life,  leaders  of  business,  industry,  and 
the  professions,  from  throughout  the  in- 
land West  and  the  Nation,  gather  to  say  : 
"  There  stands  a  man."

King  of  Kings,  Lord  of  Lords,  and  the 
Eternal  God.  What  is  the  purport  of 

those  sublime  appellations?  May  not  the 
explanation  of  this  incomparable  life  lie 
in  the  very  titles  which  he  bore? 

I  believe  that  it  does,  my  friends,  and 
in  the  recognition  of  the  validity  of  tiiose 
titles  lies  the  hope  of  humanity.  When 
the  world  accepts  the  Christ  for  what  He 
was  and  is,  they  will  not  marvel  at  the 
miracle  of  His  Hfe. 

The  attributes  of  Jesus  are  the 
standards  of  perfection  in  human  living. 
Kindliness,  sympathy,  tolerance,  mercy, 
forbearance,  charity  in  judgment,  loyalty, 
justice,  integrity  and  abiding  love  are 
Christian  virtues  that  lie  at  the  founda- 
tion of  the  idealism  of  the  race.  These 
and  the  incomparable  concepts  of  the 
Good  Neighbour,  doing  unto  others  .'is 
you  would  be  done  by,  and  the  abundant 
life — losing  one's  life  in  the  service  of 
others  that  He  may  save  it— are  the 
soundest  and  truest  philosophies  in  the 
society  of  men  and  the  way  to  happiness. 

Derivations  Noted. 

These  inestimable  contributions  to  the 
human  family,  coming  from  the  life  and 
works  of  the  Master,  however  great  and 
beautiful,  must,  in  this  recognition  of 
which  I  speak,  be  considered  but  by- 
products and  derivations  of  the  outstand- 
ing things  which  really  command  our 
veneration  and  our  worship.  Unfortu- 
nately for  the  world  the  prepondorant 
majority  of  men  have  knelt  at  the  shrine 
of  the  attributes  and  denied  the  authority 
and  sovereignty  of  the  King. 

Of  this  we  see  clear  demonstration  in 
the  pronouncements  and  protestations  of 
the  clubs  and  societies  and  even  of  the 
nations  themselves  who  appropriate  the 
savings  and  doctrines  of  the  Saviour  as 
their  slogans,  their  mottos  and  their  pass- 
words to  public  favour,  while  in  their 
hearts  are  scepticism,  doubt  and  denial  of 
His  true  place  in  the  life  of  the  world. 

It  so  happens  that  we  celebrate  this 
day  by  this,  special  service,  an  event  in 
His  life  which  is  infinitely  more  signifi- 
cant, more  far-reaching  and  more  im- 
portant In  the  life  of  man  than  all  these 
by-products,    salutary    and    beautiful    as 


they  are,  of  which  I  have  spoken.  We 
commemorate  to-day  the  central  fact  in 
the  life  of  Christ,  the  resurrection  from 
the  gra\c. 

As  a  man  endowed  with  great  and 
superior  wisdom  and  far-reaching  insight 
into  the  lives  and  character  of  men,  He 
might  ha\e  given  to  the  world  His  trans- 
cendent philsophies  And  His  incomparable 
formula  'or  ]i\ing.  But  as  a  man  He 
could  not  liave  power  over  death  ;  He 
could  not  call  the  dead  to  life;  He  could 
not  rise  fi'om  the  gra\e.  It  look  a  God 
to  do  that. 

So  the  Kastcr  which  typifies  the  New 
Life  after  death  and  therefore  an  eter- 
nity of  life  not  stopped  by  death,  is  at 
once  the  irrefutable  demonstration  of  the 
Lordship  of  the  Christ  and  also  the  most 
portentous  and  sublime  product  of  His 
life. 

Logical  Sequence. 

Once  granted  that  this  event  is  a  fact — 
genuine  and  authentic — all  the  rest 
follows  in  logical,  incontrovertible  se- 
quence. If  there  is  life  after  death,  man 
is  something  more  than  a  chemical  and 
physical  mechanism.  There  is  something 
in  him  not  of  earth.  That  something  is 
supernatural  and  there  is  a  supernatural 
world.  The  ultimate  destiny  of  man  is 
in  that  world.  It  must  be  desirable  be- 
cause Christ,  the  Perfect  One,  went  there 
and  lives  there.  To  be  with   Him,   to 

enjoy  His  companionship,  to  live  in  a 
society  which  conforms  to  His  teachings 
and  over  which  He  presides — that  is  the 
lofty  goal  and  purpose  in  life,  at  least  for 
one  who  accepts  the  premise  of  this 
occasion. 

W^hy  have  the  nations,  in  all  the  years 
that  have  intervened  between  the  advent 
of  these  sublime  conceptions  and  philoso- 
phies and  the  present-day  continued, 
while  professing  Christ,  to  lie,  cheat, 
steal,  fight,  and  kill?  How  is  it  possible 
that  having  the  example  of  this  Perfect 
Life  ever  before  them,  they  have  per- 
verted in  crucifying  Him,  just  as  truly  as 
('id  the  ancient  Jews?  Can  it  be  that 
there  is  a  devil,  an  adversary  of  light  and 
truth,  turned  loose  in  the  world  to  incite 
men  to  greed,  war  and  murder  in  the  face 
of   the   benevolence,    the   boundless   sym- 
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pathy  and  the  compassionate  love  that 
this  man  taught? 

I  am  sure  it  must  be  so  or  men  and 
nations  could  not  fail  to  surrender  and 
respond  to  the  kindly  persuasion,  the 
lovely  precepts  and  the  ennobling  con- 
cepts of  the  Saviour  of  the  world. 

I  cannot  believe  that  by  nature  man  is 
brutal  and  fiendish.  He  could  not  be  so 
when  made  in  the  image  of  God.  We 
must  admit,  however,  that  the  flesh  is 
weak  and  subject  to  temptation.  The 

outstanding  and  often  overpowering 
temptation  of  man  is  for  power,  wealth 
and  dominion.  The  philosophy  of  the 
world  is  self-sufficiency.  In  contrast  to 
this  is  the  philosophy  of  Christ  which  is 
faith,  altruism,  brotherly  kindness  and 
service.  It       is       arrogance       against 

humility. 

Will  the  world  continue  to  be  arrogant? 
It  will  until  it  really  accepts  Christ. 
When  will  it  accept  him?  Only  when 
men  develop  sufficient  faith,  not  only  to 
admire  His  teachings  and  philosophy  or 
even  to  adore  His  personality,  but  to 
acknowledge  His  divinity  and  His  Lord- 
ship and  obey  His  commandments. 

It  has  been  along  and  painful  experi- 
ence, my  friends,  to  demonstrate  this  to 
the  world.  The  end  is  not  yet,  but  I 
am  trusting  with  millions  of  His  disciples 
on  this  Easter  Day  that  the  time  is  not 
far  distant  when  man  shall  have  learned 
the  lessons  of  life  taught  by  the  Master 
Teacher ;  when  hearts  shall  be  touched 
and  softened  with  divine  compassion ; 
when  joy  shal  replace  misery ;  when  peace 
shall  take  the  place  of  war,  as  He  has 
said,  "  every  knee  shall  bow  and  every 
tongue  confess  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ," 
the  Prince  of  Peace,  the  God  of  this  earth. 
In  that  promise  lies  the  hope  of  humanity.

Brotlier  Kable  Avas  born  in  Rochester,  New 
York,  U.S.A.,  25th  October,  1847.  When 
he  was  a  boy  of  13  he  saw  Abraham  Lincoln. 
He  left  the  United  States  in  18G6  and  worked 
passage  to  England  on  a  sailing  boat.  The 
trip  took  35  days.  From  there  he  came  to 
Africa  in  1867,  landing  at  Port  Elizabeth 
where  he  was  sent  to  a  hospital.  Upon 
recovering,  he  learned  that  his  boat  had 
sailed. 

He  was  married  in  1872  and  had  a  family 
of  six  children.  In  1890  he  went  to 
Johannesburg.  His  wife  died  thirty  years 
ago. 

Born  and  reared  in  the  Catholic  faith, 
Brotlier  Kable  belonged  successively  to  the 
German  Baptist,  Salvation  Army,  Wesleyan, 
and  Congregational  churches.  When  he  was 
80  years  of  age  he  met  Brother  Leonard  G. 
Muir  and  was  convinced  that  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints  was  the 
true  church,  and  was  baptized  into  the 
Church  by  Elder  Oral  Beckstead.  On  12th 
June,  1932,  he  was  ordained  a  High  Priest 
by  President  Don  INIack  Dalton. 

He  is  still  well  though  not  as  spry  as  he 
used  to  be.  He  remembers  names  well  but 
is  not  able  to  visit  the  Saints  as  much  as  he 
would  like.  He  says:  "The  top  of  me  is 
all  right  but  the  bottom  is  not  so  good."
